Even life will chal­ 
lenge him! And he, in return, will 
throw down a challenge to life. 
But one thing Is sure, these re­ 
turning boys are to shape and di­ 
rect the future course of this coun­ 
try. They 
have 
learned what 
It 
means to fight for an ideal, for a 
principle, and for full freedom. They 
went, out from their homes, their 
jobs and their schools to be ex­ 
pended for a great purpose, if neces­ 
sary.
